, sing, in ¡lout of the place of election. T he circumstan- 
j ee# were as follows :— T he Bank head quarters for the

are directly opposite the Commissioners’ 
Hull, iu a tavern kept by James Peebles. 
On the east 
I side ol the liall the democrats had erected u shnutee, 
to serve as a political rendezvous, in front of which a 
hickory ¡reew as reared. 
In the course of the evening, the Bank myrmidons 
rushed from their house, destroyed the hut of the demo­ 
crats, beat Mr Bath and H IS W IFE , by whom it was 
occupied, drove the friends of the administration from 
the ground, and completed the outrage by hewing down 
the hickory pole, and burning a large figure of the Pres­ 
ident, which was placed near. 
After these achievements the mob of rulliuns returned 
fo their house, and the Democrats, who were inferior in 
number, approached. 
Stones and missiles were thrown, 
when suddenly a discharge o f m usketry w as com­ 
menced fro m the w indow s o f ttys W hig Head Q uar­ 
ters. 
T he Democrats, unarmed as they were, moved 
ia a mass to the front of tho building, and endeavored to 
effect an entrance. 
T he firing was continued from the 
windows, the shutters being opened to allow the dis­ 
charge of the Whig muskets, and quickly closed as soon 
us the fire wus delivered !

from the roof,after the house was taken, and with de­ 
liberate aim wouneda young man standing on the op­ 
posite side of thestreet. 
T he prisoners, u n h u r 
t , were handed over to t h e 
civil authorities—an instance of forbearance as surpris­ 
ing as it is creditable to their captors. 
The people, incensed at the sight of their bleeding 
companions, and maddened at the cries of the wounded, 
as they were borne from the ground, burnt the W hig 
pole and insignia, and gutted and destoyed the buildings 
from which they were fired upon, but abstained from all 
personal violence. 
Such are the brief details of this shocking outrage, 
and revolting as our sketch shows it to be, we have 
rather fallen short of reality than exceeded it.
